nuclear generating station. 

The contract was signed 
today at Edison’s Rosemead 
General Office by William R.

‘“‘This desert nuclear 
generating station will permit 
the company to help meet its 
dual obligation of providing an 
adequate electric energy supply 
with. minimal impact on the 
environment,’ according to 
William R. Gould, Edison senior 
vice president. The first unit is 
scheduled for initial operation 
by 1981.

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PROPAGANDA IS PROPAGANDA 
IS PROPAGANDA, NOT SHOW BIZ 


By Bill Rodgers 


Propaganda is propaganda is 
propaganda, and may or may 
not be good theater. 

Current attraction at the 
Barn, ‘‘The Trial of the 
Catonsville Nine,’’ is 
propaganda. It is. not good 
theater. 

Even the propaganda is well 
worn and this so-called play, 
attempting to cover the 
philosophical themes of war and 
peace, plight of the poor, 
problems of the ghetto, the CIA, 
U.S. foreign and domestic 
policy, the Vietnam war, 
religion, death, the relation 
between an. individual’s 
conscience and the law - all in an 
hour-and-a-half-one-act 
performance leads us to 
paraphrase the late Dorothy 
Parker - “They ran the gamut of 
emotion from A to B.” 

Really it’s a shame to waste 
the talent of the members of this 
cast - John Holden, Eldon Hunt, 
Wayne Burgess, Joel Sager, Carl 
Driver, Mary Leavitt, Ben C. 
DeBurle, Mary Nolan, Judd 
Michaels, Ralph Rose, Terry 
Bergfalk, John Konop, and Bill 
Williamson. 

But Director Gary Garlund 
succeeds in doing it, even though 
he is, in our opinion, the most 
capable director and show 
producer on the local scene. 

The play was written by 
Father Daniel Berrigan who, 
with his brother, Father Philip 
Berrigan, stole military draft 
records and burned them as a 
protest against the Vietnam war. 
They, with seven others, became 
the Catonsville nine, who were 
tried and convicted. The. play 
deals with the trial in which the 
nine individually justify their 
actions. 

Written into the script is a 
fumbling, incompetent judge; a 
U.S. attorney who is not overly 
bright; a defense attorney who is 
also unimpressive, and_ the 
brilliant exponents of 
propaganda, the Catonsville 
nine, who stand up on cue and 
mouth their lines. 

In our opinion the title of 
this production should be 
changed. More appropriate 
would be “The Trial of the 
Dullsville Nine.” 

Three further notes: We have 
no quarrel with presentation of 
controversial points. of view 
through the medium of the 
theater - until “theater” becomes 
lost in propaganda; material in 
the Catonsville Nine should be 
presented from the lecture stage, 
not a theater stage; we expect

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Control Of Tumble Weed Is Subject 
Of Meeting Called By Gordon Duffy 


HANFORD — Assemblyman 
Gordon Duffy has announced 
that he will host a meeting of 
Valley legislators, county 
officials, and state agencies in 
Hanford, February 23, to 
consider the State Department 
of Agriculture’s report on 
tumbleweed control. 

The study, conducted by the 
Department of Agriculture: in 
cooperation with the 
Department of Water Resources 
and Division of Highways, was 
the result of an Assembly 
Resolution introduced by Duffy 
during the 1972 session. 

The host area in the valley for 
the Russian Thistle is over one 
million acres with heavy 
infestations in 50 - 300 thousand 
acres annually, depending upon 
the rainfall. The Department of 
Public Works and Water 
Resources currently expends in 
excess of one million dollars 
annually for control, collection 
and disposal of tumbleweed 
along the highway and canal 
systems on the Westside. 

Duffy said, “Because of the 
terrain, land use and interests of 
land owners, any single 
coordinated control program 
would be monumental and 
would not be effective unless all 
levels of government participate. 
To what extent local 
government is willing to help is 
what I hope to determine at the 
February 23 meeting.” 

Duffy said he is hopeful that 
through the coordinated efforts 
of the public agencies now 
involved and local government 
that agreement can be reached 
to initiate effective control

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State Farm Production At Record High 


The at 43.7 million tons, up three 
percent from 1971, the previous 
record farm output year. 
Vegetable production was up 
12. percent from the previous 


year. Field crop production 
(food and feed grains and 
roughages) increased seven 
percent. A decrease in fruit 
production amounted to 17 
percent, with decreases in all 
types except citrus. The largest 
decrease was in grape production 
followed by a smaller deciduous 
fruit crop. 

Current estimates point to a 
record total for gross cash 
receipts of $5.5 billion for 
California agriculture in 1972 
(including $125 million in 
government payments). This is 
up 10 percent from a year ago, 
and can be attributed to higher 
receipts from marketings of 
vegetables, field crops, and all 
livestock products.
